Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Frinton 
and  Walton  for  i960,  a year  that  will  be  remembered  for  its 
heavy  rainfall . 

The  health  of  the  community  remained  at  a high 
level,  only  seventeen  cases  of  infectious  diseases  being 
notified.  No  poliomyelitis  appeared  in  the  district  during 
the  year  and  it  seems  that  the  mass  immunisation  of  the 
population  has  certainly  limited  this  disease.  The  outbreak 
of  diphtheria  in  parts  of  the  Country  is  viewed  with  concern 
and  has  caused  many  parents  who  had  previously  neglected 
having  their  children  immunised,  to  take  advantage  of  the 
facilities  offered  them. 

The  district  continues  to  grow  quite  rapidly.  The 
speculative  development  which  is  occurring  at  the  present 
will  obviously  increase  the  population,  and  a comparison  of 
this  year's  mid-year  population  with  that  of  last  year  gives 
a conservative  indication  of  the  growth. 

Last  year,  I drew  the  Council's  attention  to  the 
need  for  an  additional  Public  Health  Officer.  I am  pleased 
to  say  that  a suitable  applicant  is  now  being  sought.  The 
heavy  burden  which  has  fallen  upon  your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  who  is  also  your  Housing  Officer  and  Cleansing 
Officer  will  then  be  lightened. 

In  conclusion  I must  refer  to  my  departure  from  the 
district  in  the  near  future,  and  in  doing  so  I would  like  to 
thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  in 
particular  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  co-operation 
and  sense  of  humour.  Finally  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  I extend  my  gratitude  for 
their  friendship  and  help  during  my  five  years  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.

ON  THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
Urban  District  was  obtained  from  the  Dedham  Pumping  Station 
of  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company,  with  some 
assistance  from  the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at  Lawford 
during  the  summer  peak  period. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Printon  and 
Dalton  district  in  the  12  months  ended  31st.  December,  i960, 
amounted  to  190.859  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.522  million  gallons,  with  a peak  of  0.749 
million  gallons  per  day. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  158.935  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.434  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken 
through  trade  meters  was  31*924  million  gallons,  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  O.O87  million  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade) 
made  in  the  year  to  the  Company's  mains  in  the  Urban  District, 
amounted  to  189. 

Approximately  1,306  yards  of  new  mains  of  3"?  4"?  and 
6"  diameter  have  been  laid  in  the  Printon  and  Walton  district 
during  the  years  also  21  yards  of  3"  diameter  main  have  been 
relaid  in  Church  Road,  Great  Holland, 


The  Kirby-le-Soken  Water  Supply,  which  supplies  a 
few  cottages  with  water  for  domestic  purposes,  was 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Five  samples  were 
examined  during  the  year.  The  source  of  the  supply  is  an 
underground  stream,  piped  from  a collecting  point  to  seven 
standpipes  in  the  mo,in  street  of  the  Village. 


Private  well  water  supplies,  of  which  there  are  a few 
in  the  rural  areas  of  Great  Holland  and  Kirby-le-Soken,  are 
kept  under  observation  and  the  water  sampled  from  time  to  time.

COMPOST 


During  the  year,  some  18  tons  of  Compost  were 
produced,  and  sold  to  local  residents  for  £50.  The  material 
is  made  by  mixing  together  vegetable  and  animal  wastes,  straw, 
some  house  refuse  and  sewage  sludge,  in  three  bays  constructed 
for  the  purpose  at  the  Kirby-1 e-Soken  Sewage  Works.  All 
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mixing  and  turning  operations  are  carried  out  by  hand,  and 
before  sale  the  Compost  is  allowed  to  mature  adequately, 
usually  for  three  or  four  months  dependent  upon  weather 
conditions.  It  is  hoped  to  increase  production  year  by  year 
within  the  limits  of  available  labour. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956  - 

A non-industrial  area,  the  Urban  District  is  almost 
entirely  free  of  any  form  of  air  pollution.  Only  two 
factories  in  Walton-on-Naze  could,  in  the  absence  of  control, 
give  rise  to  nuisance  conditions.  Modern  dust  and  grit 
arresters  have  already  been  installed  at  the  base  of  boiler 
chimneys  at  one  of  the  factories,  and  similar  action  is  being 
taken  by  the  Management  of  the  other  factory  following 
representations  by  the  Council.

RIVERS  AND  STREAM  POLLUTION 

No  further  action  was  required  during  the  year 
under  review,  following  the  de-sludging  and  cleaning  in  1959 
of  a watercourse  known  as  Kirby  Brook.  The  position  will 
have  to  be  watched  however,  as  the  effluent  from  already  over- 
loaded Sewage  Works  at  Kirby-1 e-Soken  discharges  into  the 
watercourse.

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THE  PESTS  ACT,  1954= 

A considerable  increase  in  the  rabbit  population  was 
observed  during  the  year,  and  action  was  commenced  to  secure 
the  disinfestation  of  Council  owned  or  controlled  land, 
involving  some  110  acres.  Operations  were  commenced  in 
November,  I960,  by  the  North  East  Essex  Rabbit  Clearance 
Society,  of  which  the  Council  is  a Member. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CAMPING 

Seasonal  caravan  camping  took  place  at  9 licensed 
Sites  which  provide  for  a total  number  of  l,68l  caravans. 
Sanitary  control  of  the  Sites  is  secured  by  Licence  Conditions. 
All  are  provided  with  modern  sanitation  and  mains  water 
supplies.  During  the  year,  additional  sanitary  blocks  and 
waste  water  disposal  points  were  provided  at  some  of  the  Sites, 
and  miscellaneous  minor  improvements  carried  out.  Refuse  is 
removed  regularly  and  frequently  by  the  Council's  refuse 
vehicles,  at  the  expense  of  site  operators. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960 
came  into  operation  on  29th  August,  I960,  and  introduced  a new 
licensing  system  for  caravans.  The  Council  are  actively 
engaged  in  implementing  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  and 
preparing  Licence  Conditions  based  on  the  Model  Standards 
specified . 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  reinstatement  of  the  Walton-on-Naze  Sea  Outfall 
was  commenced  during  the  year  and  will  be  completed  early  in 
1961. 

On  December,  20th.  i960  a local  enquiry  was  held  by  an 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  into 
the  Council's  proposals  for  the  Hall  Lane  and  Churchfield  Road 
main  sewers. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  were  given 
instructions  in  connection  with  proposed  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
at  Walton-on-Naze  and  at  Great  Holland.  It  was  decided  that 
the  Walton-on-Naze  Works  be  designed  for  an  ultimate  population 
of  30,000. 

Heavy  rainfall  at  certain  times  of  the  year  produced 
overloading  in  several  sections  of  the  sewerage  systems.

In  consultation  with  local  butchers  and 
organisations  representing  the  meat  trade,  the  Council 
reviewed  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  the 
District  for  slaughterhouse  facilities,  and  concluded  that 
present  arrangements  were  satisfactory.  A report  to  this 
effect  was  submitted  to,  and  accepted  by,  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  District, 
the  bulk  of  meat  supplied  to  the  area  being  obtained  from 
wholesale  suppliers.  One  retail  purveyor  arranges  for  live 
animals  to  be  slaughtered  in  a private  licensed  slaughterhouse 
in  an  adjoining  District. 

Meat  and  foods,  under  preparation  and  exposed  for 
sale,  are  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  as  occasion  arises. 
It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  condemn  the  following 
foodstuffs  as  unfit  for  consumptions-

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  milk  supply  to  the  area  is  obtained  from  local 
dairy  farms  and  Dairy  Companies  having  premises  outside  the 
District.  The  one  registered  dairy  in  Frinton-on-Sea  is  in 
good  condition „ and  arrangements  at  the  premises  for  bottle 
and  plant  washing  and  sterilization,  and  the  pasteurization, 
handling  and  distribution  of  milk  are  satisfactory.  There 
are  twelve  registered  distributors  of  milk  on  the  Register. 

Six  milk  dealers  were  granted  licences  authorizing 
the  use  of  the  special  designations  Tuberculin  Tested, 
Pasteurised  and  Sterilized  in  relation  to  milk  sold  locally.

Pre-packed  ice-cream  only  is  sold  in  the  area,  under 
satisfactory  conditions,  by  59  vendors.  There  are  no 
manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  District. 

BAKEHOUSES 

Bakehouses  were  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  a 
number  of  improvements  carried  out  to  premises,  plant  and 
equipment  following  representations  to  managements.  Seven 
bakehouses  were  in  operation,  the  use  of  one  other  bakery 
having  been  discontinued. 

POOD  HYGIENE 

Similar  advisory  action  on  matters  of  hygiene  in 
food  premises  was  taken  to  that  recorded  in  the  Annual  Report 
for  1959 ° 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all 
dwelling-houses,  and  trade  refuse  by  agreement  with  manage- 
ments of  business  premises.  Special  refuse  collections  are 
undertaken  during  the  summer  season  from  camping  sites, 
hotels,  restaurants  and  the  larger  boarding-houses.  Modern 
rear-loading  collection  vehicles  are  in  use.  . 

It  was  necessary  during  the  early  part  of  the  year 
to  re-organise  domestic  refuse  collection  rounds,  in  order  to 
provide  for  the  considerable  housing  development  taking  place. 

Income  from  all  sources  in  respect  of  refuse 
collection,  removal  and  disposal,  amounted  to  £666 . 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  on  land  at 
Malting’ s Lane,  Kirby-1 e-Soken.  Controlled  tipping  is  also 

undertaken  during  the  winter  months  on  the  Bath  House  Meadow, 
Walton-on-Naze,  the  purpose  being  to  raise  the  level  of  the 
land  for  development  as  a Car  Park  and  Recreation  Ground. 

Anti-rodent  and  insect  measures  are  regularly  under- 
taken on  all  land  in  use  for  refuse  disposal  purposes. 
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Some  83  new  sanitary  dustbins  we re  provided  in 
replacement  of  defective  bins  at  dwelling-houses,  under  the 
Council's  Dustbins  Scheme,  which  continues  to  operate 
satisfactorily.  29  new  dustbins  were  otherwise  provided.

STREET  SCAVENGING 

District  roads  totally  15*97  miles  are  regularly 
scavenged  by  a Lewin  Mechanical  Sweeping  Machine,  and  by  hand 
sweeping.  The  more  important  roads  are  swept  daily.  By 
arrangement  with  the  County  Council  the  cleansing  of  12.32 
miles  of  classified  roads  is  also  undertaken  by  the  Council. 
Street  gullies  are  cleansed  regularly  by  mechanical  means 
under  contract » 

Two  trailer  gritting  machines  are  available  for  the 
gritting  of  roads  in  frosty  or  icy  conditions.  The  Council 
possesses  a snow  plough  for  use  with  a tractor  when  required, 
and  can  also  fix  a blade  to  a motor  scythe  for  clearing  foot- 
ways of  snow.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  several 
farmers  to  assist  with  clearing  main  roads  following  heavy 
snowfall . 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Schemes  arc  in  course  of  preparation  for  major 
alterations  and  additions  to  conveniences  facing  the  Pier  at 
V7al  ton- on-Naze,  and  to  those  on  the  Southcliff  Promenade. 
Approval  has  been  given  to  the  carrying  out  of  extensions  to 
the  Eastcliffe  Conveniences  in  Nalton-on-Naze  and  the  Kiosk 
Field  Conveniences,  Frinton-on-Sea . 

SUNSHINE  AND  RAINFALL  RECORDS 

Readings  were  taken  at  the  Meteorological  Station, 
V7alton-on-Naze,  and  transmitted  to  the  Air  Ministry. 
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Difficulties  were  experienced  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
because  of  the  serious  illness  of  the  Observer. 

The  total  number  of  hours  of  sunshine  was  1 , 545 , 
with  June  producing  the  highest  monthly  total  of  257  hours. 
Rainfall  was  exceptionally  high,  and  the  total  for  the  year 
was  26.92  inches  with  October  producing  the  highest  figure 
of  6.22  inches.  'There  were  72  sunless  days  and  176  rainless 
days  during  the  year.
